EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiners amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To 
ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with applicant's representative Mike King on July 28 th , 2010. The amendment is to 
further clarify the invention. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

In claim 2, beginning at line 11, replace "determine if a quantity of the chemical detected 
is sufficient to trigger a simulated physiological response;", with - determine if a quantity 
of the chemical administered in a simulated procedure and detected by the chemical 
sensor is sufficient to trigger a simulated physiological response; -. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Patentability is seen in, although not limited to, independent claim 2, because the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a physiological trainer comprising an evaluation circuit which includes a 
conductive elastomer configured as a portion of the simulated structure, and a chemical sensor 
which determines if a quantity of an administered chemical is sufficient to trigger a simulated 
physiological response. Van Meurs et al. (US 6,273,728) discloses in col. 14: 30-65 wherein a 
system receives a quantity of an administered simulated drug, but the types of administered 
drugs are differentiated by scanning of labels into a computer system before the item is

administered (i.e. the simulated drugs need not actually be different substances). This is in 
contrast to the instant invention as defined in claim 2 which identifies administered substances by 
sensing the various substances with a chemical sensor. 

Patentability is seen in although not limited to independent claims 88 and 89 for the reasons set 
forth in the 'allowable subject matter' section of the previous office actions.
